1. (1) These rules may be called the Office of the Development Commissioner (Handicrafts), (Assistant Director, 
Marketing and Service Extension Centre) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Office of the Development Commissioner (Handicrafts), (Assistant Director, Marketing and Service
